IHE Author of this ſhort Abſtract con- 
ceives, that the very Title of it will ex- 

plain its Utility to the Claſs of People for 
whom it is intended: That Claſs is ſo nume- 
rous, and ſo are the Laws by which they are 
bound, that the making themſelves in fome 


Meaſure acquainted with thoſe Laws, cannot 
but ſeem highly neceſſary. 


If no particular Advantage may be expected 
from a Knowledge of theſe Laws, yet one 
would ſuppoſe Curioſity alone to induce a 
Perſon to lay out a ſmall Sum in the Pur- 
chaſe of what relates to his own particular 
Buſineſs. However, cettain it is, that much 
Satisfaction and Advantage will ariſe to Per- 
ſons who make it their Study to inform them- 
ſelves minutely of the Laws that concern

them. They need no longer be expoſed to 
the Snares of ſuch artful People, who, in Order 
to inrich themſelves, will ſeize every Oppor- 
tunity of informing againſt the Publican who 
commits Offences, not, perhaps, defignedly, 
but merely becauſe he had not properly ac- 
quainted himſelf with what he ought to have 
done: To be ſafe from this alone muſt prove 
no ſmall Satisfaction to the Publican; but 
there is ſtill another conſiderable Advantage 
that he will experience from having this Ab- 
ſtract conſtantly in his Poſſeſſion: He will at 
all Times know how far the Powers of the 
Officer will authoriſe him to proceed in make- 


ing his Surveys, and performing the other 


Parts of his Duty. In ſhort, every Inn-keeper, 


Publican, or other Perſon, affected by theſe 


Laws, muſt immediately ſee the Neceflity of 
2 acquainted with them. 


There are two Things which have been 


aimed at in this Work. The firſt was to 
make it as ſhort, but clear, as poſſible; the 
next was to make it of ſuch a Price that it 


fhould be in the Power of every one to pur- 
Chaſe it. 
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ALEHOUSES. 


Of Inns and Alehouſes in general. 


VERY alchouſe is not an inn, nor is every 

inn an alehouſe. If an inn uſes the common 
ſelling of ale, it becomes an alehouſe likewiſe; 
and, if an alehouſe lodges and entertains travellers, 
it is alſo an inn. 

Any perſon may ſet vp an inn to lodge travellers 
without a licence, or other allowance Ws ſo do- 
ing. 
But an 1an- keeper may, by the common law, 
be indicted and fined. for being guilty of a public 
nuiſance, if he uſually harbour thieves, or perſons 
of a ſcandalous reputation, or ſuffer frequent diſ- 


orders in his houſe, or take exorbitant prices, or 


ſet up an inn where there is no need of one, to the 
hindrance of other ancient and well governed inns, 


or ſet up one in a place which, in reſpect of ite 


ſituation, is quite unfit for ſuch a purpoſe. 
If an inn uſes the trade of an alehouſe, it ſhall 
be within the acts made concerning alehouſes.

Inn-keepers ought to have a licence, and be 
bound by recognizance, as alchouſe-keepers are, 
to keep good order; 

By the commiſſion of the peace, two Juſtices, 
of whom one is of the Quorum, may inquire of 
inn-holders and other perſons who ſhall offend by 
the abuſe of weights or meaſures, or in the ſale of 
victuals, againſt the form of the ordinances in that 
behalf made. 


Selling Ale without Licence. 


EVERY perſon lawfully convicted of ſelling 
ale, beer, or other exciſeable liquors by retail, 
without licence (except in fairs, 5 and 6 Ed. VI. 
c. 25. 3 Car. c. 3. 26 Geo. Il. c. 31. and except 
retailers of ſpirituous liquors without licence, for 
whom other penalties are by law provided, 9 Geo. 
III. c. 6.) ſhall for every offence be ſubject to the 
penalties and 1 herein after mentioned, 
in the room of other pecuniary and corporal puniſh- 
ments which they are ſubject to by any laws now 
in force; namely, for the firſt offence 405. and alſo 


the coſts and expences of convicting the offender ; 


and, if the penalty is not paid within 14 days after 
conviction, the offender ſhall be impriſoned for one 
month, or till he pays the penalty, together with 
the coſts and other expences attending his con- 
viction and putting the ſame into execution. 

For the fecond offence, he ſhall pay 47. and alſo 
the colts and expences of conviction, and if the 
penalty is not paid within one week after convic- 
tion, he ſhall be impriſoned two months, or till 
the penalty ſhall be paid, together with the On

and charges of ſuch ſecond conviction and exe- 
cuting the ſame. 

For the third offence, he ſhall pay 6/. and alſo 
the coſts and expences of conviction, and if the 
penalty be not paid within three days after con- 
viction, he ſhall be impriſoned for three months, 
or till the penalty ſhall be paid, together with the 
coſts and expences attending ſuch third conviction 
and executing the ſame. And for every offence 
after the third, the offender ſhall pay the ſame 
penalty as for the third offence. The coſts and 


expences to be ſettled by the Juſtice before whom 


the offender is convicted. One half of the penal- 
ties and forfeitures ſhall go to the King, and the 
other half, with the coſts, charges and expences, 
to the perſon that proſecutes. 5 Geo. III. c. 46. 
;22- 
6 The information may be laid before and heard 
and determined by one Juſtice, who ſhall ſummon 
the perſon accuſed, and likewiſe the witneſſes on 
either fide (if he ſhall be required to ſummon any) 
and upon appearance of the perſon accuſed, or if 
he neglect to appear, the Juſtice ſhall proceed to 
hear the matter, and examine the witneſſes on oath, 
and give their deciſion accordingly. And if the 
perſon accuſed is convicted and ſhall refuſe to pay 
the penalty within the time above- mentioned, to- 

ether with the coſts and other expences, the 
Fuſtice ſhall iſſue his warrant for apprehending 
and committing to priſon every ſuch offender, for 
ſuch time, and in ſuch manner, as the nature of 
the offence ſhall require. Id. /. 23. 

The number of witneſſes neceſſary to convict an 
offender not being ſpecified by this act, it re. 
mains as before, according to the act of 3 Car. 
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5 LICENCE. 
c. 3. which directed the conviction to be by con- 
feſſion of the perſon himſelf, or the oath of two 


witnefles. © | 
Where any Juſtice ſhall fuſpe& a perſon of ſel- 


ling without licence, he may ſummon ſuch perſon 


ro come before him, and alſo the Officer of Exciſe 
or Gager to produce his ſtock-book, or other ac- 
count of the charge and ſurvey of the perſon ſuſ- 
pected, and may examine the Officer upon oath, 
to know in what manner he has charged, and how 
fuch perſon has paid, the duties; and if it ſhall ap- 
pear by ſuch ſtock-book or account, or by the oath 
of the Officer, that ſuch perſon has been ſurveyed 
as a victualler or retailer, and has been charged 
with the ſame duties as are paid by victuallers and 
retailers, without being intitled to the allowance 
or abatement made to common brewers, he ſhall 
be deemed an alehouſe-keeper, victualler, retailer, 


ar ſeller of ſuch liquors. 26 Geo. II. c. 31. /. 9. 


If any perſon, ſummoned. to appear as a witneſs, 
ſhall negle& or refuſe to appear at the time and 
place appointed, without a ſufficient excuſe to be 
allowed by the Juſtice; or, when he appears, if 


he ſhall refuſe to be examined on oath and give 


evidence; he ſhall forfeit twenty ſhillings, to be 
levied in the ſame manner as before directed. 

This penalty being fo 
ſmall, the object of the act might be defeated ; for 
by the witneſs's paying only 20s. the offender might 
have it in his power to avoid the payment of the

If any perſon ſhall think himſelf aggrieved by 
the deciſion of a Juſtice, and ſhall give ſuch ſecu- 
rity as the ſaid Juſtice ſhall require for payment of 
the penalty, coſts and expences, expreſſed in the 
Warrant of Diſtreſs. he may appeal to the next 
Quarter-Sefions, unleſs ſuch Seſſions ſhall be held 
within fix days after his conviction, and then it 
ſhall be to the Seſſions after. And, if the appeal 
ſhall be conſidered by the. Seſſions as frivolous and 
vexatious, the perſon who appeals ſhall pay coſts, 
not exceeding 5/. 5 Geo. III. c. 46. J 25. There 
appears to be a miſtake in ſtating that the coſts are 
to be expreſſed in the Warrant of Diſtreſs , becauſe 
no power of diſtreſs is given. The meaning ſeems 


to have been, that the coſts and expences ſhould . 


be expreſſed in the Conviction, as is ſpecified in the 
form preſcribed by the act. | 
Perſons who ſhall brew ale or beer to ſell in fairs 
muſt give notice to the Gaugers, who are to ſur- 
vey the ſame; for, though they are excuſed from 
taking out a licence, they muſt notwithſtanding 
pay the duties of Exciſe. And this indulgence 
does not ſeem to be intended farther than where 
the common fair is held; and not to any private 
houſe, which may be within the limits of the town 
where ſuch fair is kept, and particularly where 
there are a ſufficient number of alehouſes licenced 
already. | | 
I any perſon ſhall either ſell. or deliver beer 
or ale to any perſon who ſhall at that time ſell beer 
or ale not having a licence (except for the uſe of 
his family) he ſhall forfeit for every barrel 6s. 84, 
and fo 1n proportion for other quantities; half to

the poor, and half to him that ſhall ſue at the

ment, or preſentment. 


Licencing Alehouſes. 


BY 5 and 6 of Edward VI. c. 25. any two 
Juſtices, of whom one ſhall be of the Quorum, 
might licence alehouſes; but by 2 Geo. II. c. 
28, and 26 Geo. II. c. 31. it is enacted, that, by 
reaſon of the many inconveniencies that had ariſen 
from perſons being licenſed to keep inns and com- 
mon alehouſes, by Juſtices, who, living at a diſ- 
ſtance from them, could not be truly informed as 
to the neceſſity there was of ſetting up ſuch inns 
or alehouſes, nor of the perſons characters who 
wanted licences for the ſame ; that therefore no 
licence ſhall be granted to any perſon to keep a 
common inn or alehouſe, but at a general meetin 
of the Juſtices acting in the diviſion where the ſaid 
perſon lives: which meeting ſhall be held for that 
buſineſs only on the firſt of September in every 
year, or within 20 days after, and at no other time. 
This, however, does not alter the power or the 
time of granting licences in cities and towns cor- 
porate. 2 Gen. II. c. 28. 11, 12. 26 Geo. We. 
31. J 4, 16. | 

It has been determined, that houſes at Epſom, 
where they take in lodgers and boarders, who come 
to drink the waters during the ſeaſon, and dreſs 
their victuals, and fell them ale or beer, and keep 
cheir norſes for 8d. a "fs but do not fell to my 

: er 


other perſons, are not inns nor alehouſes within 
the meaning of theſe acts. 

It has been determined by the Juſtices, that it 
is not neceſſary to ſet forth ſpecially in the licence, 
that it was granted at a general meeting of the 
Juſtices held for the diviſion, and therefore a con, 
viction for keeping an alehouſe without ſuch licence 
is not good upon the evidence of the licence only, 
but there muſt be other evidence. 

And the day and place for granting licences 
ſhall be fixed by two or more Juſtices for the divi- 
hon, by warrant under their hands and ſeals, at 
leaſt ten days before they meet : which warrant 
ſhall be directed to the High Conſtables, requiring 
them to order their petty Conſtables, or other Peace 
Officers to give notice to the ſeveral inn-keepers 
and alehouſe-keepers within their reſpective di- 
viſions of the day and place of ſuch meeting. 


And all licences granted at any other time or 


place ſhall be void. 26 Geo. II. c. 31. / 4. 

No licence ſhall be granted to a perſon who was 
not licenced the year before (except in cities or 
towns corporate) unleſs he produce a certificate 
ſigned by the Miniſter and the major part of the 
Church- wardens and Overſeers, or elſe of three or 
four reputable and ſubſtantial houſe-keepers of the 
place he lives in, ſetting forth that he is a perſon 
of good fame, and of fober life and converſation 
and it ſhall be mentioned in ſuch licence, that ſuch 
certificate was produced, or the licence ſhall be 
void. Id. /. 2, 16. 

In cities and towns corporate ſuch certificate is 
not neceſſary, becauſe the character of thoſe who 
intend to be licenced are ſuppoſed to be well known 
to the Juſtices.

But, though the act does not require a certifl- 
cate in ſuch places, yer the Juſtices may refuſe to 
grant a licence to whomfoever they pleaſe, and they 
cannot be compelled to grant it. And, if a perſon 
is convicted for ſelling without licence, it is ſuf- 
ficient that he had none, without inquiring why it 
was refuſed him, > vrelds SY 

An action was brought by one Henry Day of 
Everſley, in Wiltſhire, againſt two Juſtices for 
arbitrarily, obſtinately, and unreaſonably, refuſing 
to grant him a licence ta keep an inn. The 
Juſtices pleaded, that the Legiſlarure had made 
them the ſole Judges, becauſe, as they lived upon 
the ſpot, they knew beſt who were fit and who 
were not, to have licences. And that the Juſtices, 
ſo intruſted, had a right to judge for themſelves. 
That the power had been placed in them by the 
Conſtitution. That it might be very dangerous if 
they were obliged to give their reaſons publicly, 
though they might have very good reaſons to ſatisfy 
their own minds, and to direct their judginents : 
and the 79 5 urged other reaſons in their de- 
fence. Lord Mansfield ſaid, the Courts were not 
authorized to ſearch into the reaſons of the Juſtices 
refuſing to grant licences; but if it appeared ful. 
ly, that they had been partially, maliciouſly, or 
corruptly influenced in the exerciſe of their power, 
and have therefore abuſed it, they are liable to be 
Ke by information or indictment, or per- 

aps by action, if the malice be very great and in- 
jurious. If their judgment is wrong, but their 
hearts and intentions pure, God forbid they ſhould 
be puniſhed. And he declated, that he ſhould 
always lean in their favour, unteſs it ſhould plainly 
appear they had acted partially, corruptly, or wali -

cioufly. When he had gone through the evidence 
on both ſides, he declared it to be his opinion that 
there was not a ſufficient ground for a criminal 
charge againſt the Juſtices : and the Court unani- 
mouſly diſcharged the rule with coſts, 9 1 

E. 2. Geo. III. X. v. Williams and Davis. 
An information was granted againſt the defen- 
dants, who were Juſtices of the Peace for Pen- 
ryn, for having refuſed to grant licences to ſuch 
alchouſe-keepers as voted againſt the candidates

whom the ſaid Juſtices had recommended to re- 


ent the Borough of Penryn in Parliament, 

t was proved, that the Juſtices had acted ſcanda- 
louſly in this buſineſs, having threatened to ruin 
the alehouſe-keepers, by not granting them licen- 
ces, if they did not vote as they were deſired, and 
having afterwards put theſe threats in execution. 
Lord Mansfield declared, that the information a- 
gainſt the Juſtices was granted, not merely be- 
cauſe they refuſed to grant the licences, which they 
Had a diſcretion to do, if they thought proper, but 
for the reaſons alledged for ſuch refuſal. 5 


J. 5 Geo. III. K. v. Hann and Price, who were 
Juſtices of the Peace for the Borough of Corfe- 


Caſtle.— An information was laid againſt them 
for refuſing to grant a licence to one Ingram to fell 
ale. Ingram was an Inn-keeper in the Borough, 
and the licence was refuſed him, only becauſe he 
had voted at an election in oppoſition to the Juſti- 
ces. The Juſtices pleaded in their defence, that 
they had not acted from reſentment, but becauſe 
Ingram had kept a diſorderly houſe, and con- 
tinued it, after notice had been given him not 
to do it; and, above all, that he encouraged cock- 
fighting and gaming in his houſe, and that 32

therefore an ithproper perſon to have a licence- 

Lord Mansfield ſaid, if it ſhould appear that 
Ingram had really kept a diſorderly houſe, it 
would be wrong in the Court to interfere in what 
the Juſtices had done. But, as that did not appear, 
the Juſtices had not in a ſatisfactory manner anſwered 
the charge againſt them: and Lord Mansfield ſaid 
it was a dangerous thing to ſuffer the diſcretion of 
the Juſtices to be thus influenced. Upon which 
the Court thought it a proper caſe for an informa- 
tion, and made the rule abſolute. 

. The Juſtices afterwards confeſſing themſelves 
guilty, a rule was moved to diſpenſe with their ap- 
pearance in perſon, on their Clerk's in Court un- 
dertak ing to anſwer for their fines. But the Court, 
upon full debate were unanimous in refuſing the 
motion. And they were led to do this for ex- 
ample's ſake; for * circumſtance of the Court's 
.obliging thoſe Juſtices tomake a perſonal appearance 
might deter others from committing the like offen- 
ces. And, when the Juſtices came to appear in 
Court, that they ſhould be committed for one 
month, be fined gov. each, and impriſoned till the 
fine was paid. 

No Juſtice of the Peace, who is a common 
brewer of ale or beer, or an inn-keeper, diſtiller, or 
Feller of, or dealer in, ale or ſpirituous liquors, or who 
is any ways concerned in either of the ſaid trades, 
or is a victualler, or maltſter, ſhall have any 
power to grant licences for ſelling any kind of li- 
quors, but the licences granted by them ſhall be 
void. 26 Geo. II. c. 13. 

All Mayors, Town - clerks, or other perſons 
whom it may concern, ſhall make out ale- or

As it 1s left to the diſcretion of the Juſtices to 
lay down to alchouſe-keepers and others ſuch 
rules and orders to be obſerved by them, for the 
maintenance of good behaviour in their houſes, 


the Juſtices have in ſome places agreed upon cer- 


tain articles, which they propoſe to common ſellers of 
ale, to be obſerved by them, and whom they oblige to 
give bond for the obſervance thereof. And the Jul- 
tices uſed to order a copy of theſe articles to be de- 
livered to every perſon who took out a licence; 
Amongſt theſe articles, it was recommended to the 
uſtices, that no alehouſe-keeper ſhould receive as 
their gueſts any perſon to tipple, eat or drink, ex- 
cept travellers, or ſuch as came upon neceſſary 
buſineſs, Secondly, that they ſuffered no perſons 
whatever, who came to their houſes only to eat 
and drink, to remain there later than 9 in the 
evening in winter, and 10 in ſummer. Thirdly, 
that no perſon, coming to their houſes only to cat 
and 
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and drink, ſhould be ſuffered to remain tippling 
above one hour, except travellers. 

The above recognizance, with the condition 
thereof, fairly written or printed, ſhall forthwith, 
or at the next Seſſions at fartheſt, be returned to the 
Clerk of the Peace, under the hands of the Juſtices, 
to be by him entered and filed amongſt the records.

For every licence granted without taking ſuch 
recognizance, and, for every recognizance taken 
and not returned to the Clerk of the Peace, the 
Juſtice who ſigned the licence ſhall forfeit 3.

And any Juſtice, on complaint or informa- 
tion, that ſuch licenced perſon hath committed any 
act, by which, in his opinion, the recognizance is 
forfeited or the condition broken, may, by ſum- 
mons under his hand and ſeal, require the perſon 
to appear at the General or Quarter Seſſion, then 
and there to anſwer to the matter of ſuch com- 
plaint; and may alſo bind the perſon who lays the 
information, or any other perſon, to appear and 
give evidence; and the Juſtices may direct the

Inn-keepers obliged to receive Gueſts. 


I F any perſon who keeps a common inn refuſe 
either to receive a traveller as a gueſt into his houſe, 


or to furniſh him with victuals or lodging, upon 


being offered a reaſonable price for the ſame, he 


is not only liable to render damages for the injury 
by an action, at the ſuit of the perſon aggrieved, 


but may allo be indicted and fined at the ſuit of 
the King. 

And it is ſaid, he may be compelled by the 
Conſtable of the place, or a Juſtice of the Peace, 
to entertain ſuch a perſon as his gueſt ; and that it is 
of no conſequence whether he has a ſign to his 


houſe or not, if he makes it his common buſineſs 
to accommodate travellers. But it is not certain 


how 
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how the Officer may oblige him, who, it appears, 
can do no more than either cauſe ſuch alehouſe 
to be ſuppreſſed, or elſe preſent the offence at 
the Aſſizes or Seſſions, ſo that the offender may

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Goods dolen from an Inn. 


AS inch were allowed for bend of an 
lers, who have certain privileges ſecured to them 
while on their journey, and are particularly pro- 
tected” by the law; -1nn-keepers are anfwerable for 
things ſtolen out of the inn, though they were not 
delivered into their care, nor even th 
knew nothing of their being in the houſe; for the 
loſs of them ſhall be attributed to the negligence of 
the inn-keeper, or to that of his ſervants. 
And, if the horſe of the gueſt be turned out 
without his direction, and ſtolen, the inn-keeper 
ſhall be anſwerable. But not fo if he was ordered 
to he turned out. 

If a gueſt loſe things out of his room, the inn- 
keeper ſhall be anſwerable, even though he told 
the gueſt that he would not take charge of them; 
becauſe the law makes him liable for every thing 
that is brought into his houſe. 

It was doubted whether a man, who puts his 
horſe up at an inn, though he does not go in him- 
ſelf, is a gueſt. It was, however, determined that 
he is, becauſe the leaving his horſe was the ſame 
as being: there himſelf. The inn-keeper had a profit 
by what the horſe eat, but it would be otherwiſe if 
a trunk, or ſome other dead thing, was left.

Providing 
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Providing Carriages. 


I'N order to provide carriages for ſoldiers upon 
their march, or for their arms, clothes, and ac- 
coutrements, any Juſtice of the Peace, being duly 
required, by an order of his Majeſty, or the Com- 
mander in Chief of his forces, or the Maſter-ge- 
neral, or Lieutenant-general of his Majeſty's Or- 
dnance, ſhall, upon ſuch order being produced 
to him by the Quarter-maſter, Adjutant, or other 
Officer of the regiment, troop, or company ordered 
to march, iſſue his warrant to the Conſtable or 
petty Conſtable of the diviſion, liberty, hundred, 
or precinct, from, through, near, or to which, ſuch 
forces ſhall be ordered to march, requiring them 
to provide ſuch carriages, with able men to drive 
them, as is mentioned in the ſaid warrant ; allow- 
ing ſufficient time to ſuch Conſtables, &c. that the 
burden may not fall wholly on the neighbouring 
parts. And if a ſufficient number of carriages 
cannot be provided within ſuch liberty, diviſion, or 
precinct, then the next Juſtice, or Juſtices of the 
county, riding, or diviſion, ſhall, on the above 
order being produced to him, iſſue his warrant to 
the Conſtables or petty Conſtables of the next 
county, riding, diviſion, or precinct, in order to 
make up the deficiency. 

And the Conſtables or petty Conſtables, ſhall 
make choice of ſuch perſons who have carriages, 
within their reſpective liberties, as they ſhall think 
fit. | 
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If any military Officer ſhall oblige a carriage 
to travel more than one day's journey, or ſhall not 


diſcharge the ſame in time for its returning home, 


or ſhall permit any ſoldier or ſervant (except thoſe 
that are ſick) or any woman, to ride in the carriage, 


or ſhall compel a- Conſtable, by threats, to furniſh 
ſaddle-horſes for themſelves or their ſervants, or 
| ſhall take horſes by force from the owners, 


either by themſelves or their ſervants, he ſhall for- 
feit 51. upon its being proved by oath before two 
Juſtices, who are to certify the ſame to the Pay- 
maſter-general, or other Paymaſter of the forces, 
who ſhall ſatisfy the penalty, according to the or- 
der of ſuch Juſtices, under their hands and ſeals,

No waggon, wain, or cart, ſhall be obliged to 
carry more than thirty hundred weight. 


If any High Conſtable, or petty Conſtable, ſhall 


wilfully neglect, or refuſe to execute ſuch warrants 


for providing carriages ; and if any perſon, whom 
the Conſtable ſhall have appointed to furniſh a car- 
riage and man, ſhall refuſe, or neglect to provide 
the ſame; or if any perſon ſhall wilfully obſtruct the 
execution of ſuch warrant ; they ſhall forfeit any 
ſum not exceeding 40s. nor leſs than 20s. to the 


poor of the pariſh where the offence ſhall be com- 


mitted ; the ſame to be heard and determined by 
two Juſtices, reſiding at or near the place, who 
ſhall order the penalty to be levied by diſtreſs, 

And as the ſums which the Conſtables are to 
receive from the Officers, for the purpoſe of pro- 
viding carriages, have been found, in many caſes, 
inſufficient to anſwer the charge and expence of 
providing them, to the great burden of the town- 

ſhip; 
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ſhip ; or otherwiſe the perſons furniſhing ſuch car- 
riages are grievoully oppreſſed ; it is enacted, that 
the Treaſurer of the county ſhall, without fee 
or reward, pay unto ſuch Conſtable all ſuch rea- 
ſonable ſums as he ſhall have laid out in providing 
the carriages, excluſive of what was or ought to 
have been paid by the Officer requiring them, out 
of the public ſtock, according to ſuch rates and or- 
ders as the Juſtices in their Seſſions ſhall direct; 
which orders ſhall be made without any fee; the 
ſeaſon of the year, as well as the length of the diſ- 
tance, and the condition of the roads, being firit 
conſidered. And if the public ſtock be not ſuf- 
ficient, the Juſtices in Seſſion may raiſe money in 
the ſame way as for gaols and bridges, which is 
out of the general county rate. 

No toll or duty ſhall be taken by virtue of any 
act of Parliament, for repairing any of the public 
roads, for any horſes, or other cattle, or carriages 
employed in carrying the arms or baggage of any 
Officers or ſoldiers; and no carriages ſo employed, 
ſhall be ſubject to be weighed at any engine, nor 
the owner nor driver ſudject to any penalty, for 
carrying a greater weight than 1s allowed by law 
to be conveyed in ſuch carriage. 


R1LLET. TING; 


CONSTABLES and other Chief Officers and 
Magiſtrates of cities, and in their default or ab- 
ſence, any one Juſtice reſiding at or near the place, 
but no other perſon, is impowered by the Mutiny 
Act to quarter and billet the Officers and ſoldiers, 
in inns, livery-ſtables, alehouſes, victualling-houſes, 


and 
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and the houſes of thoſe who ſell wine by retail to 
be drank in their own houſes, or in places belong- 
ing thereto, (perſons only excepted, who keep 
taverns, they being free of the Vintners Company 
in London) and in the houſes cf ſuch as ſell brandy, 
ſtrong waters, cyder, or metheglin, by retail, to be 
drank in houſes (except the houſes of diſtillers, 
who keep places for diſtilling of brandy and ſtrong 
waters, and except the houſes of ſhop-keepers) and 
in no private houſe whatſoever. And there ſhall 
be no more billets ordered than there are effective 
ſoldiers. And if any perſon ſhall be aggrieved by 
having more ſoldiers billetted upon him than in pro- 
portion with his neighbours, he may be relieved 
by making complaint thereof to one Juſtice. But if 
if the perſon who billetted them be himſelf a Jul- 
tice, then the complaint muſt be made before two 
Juſtices. 

No Juſtice, having any military command, ſhal 
be concerned in quartering ſoldiers under his im- 
mediate command, but every thing done by him, 
relating thereto, ſhall be void. 

If a Conſtable ſhall take any reward from a perſon 
liable to billet ſoldiers by way of excuſing him 
therefrom; or if any perſon that is liable, ſhall 
refuſe to receive ſoldiers, or to furniſh them as the 
act requires; and ſhall be thereof convicted before 
one juſtice, either by confeſſion, or the oath of 
one witneſs; the offender ſhall forfeit any ſum 
not exceeding gl. nor leſs than 40s. to be levied 
by diſtreſs, by a warrant of ſuch Juſtice, directed 
to any other Conſtable, or any Overſeer of the poor 
of the pariſh where the offender reſides, for the uſe 
of the poor of the ſaid pariſh. 

And an Officer taking money to excuſe any per- 


{on 
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fon from the quartering of ſoldiers ſhall be caſhier- 
ed and incapacitated. 

If any Officer, military or civil, ſhall quarter 
any of the wives, children, men or maid ſervants, 
of Officers or ſoldiers, in any houſe againſt the con- 
ſent of the owner, the Officer, it he be an Officer 
in the army, ſhall, on proof being made thereof 
to the Commander in Chief of the army, or Judge- 
Advocate, be, ipſo facto, caſhiered ; and, if he be 
a Conſtable or other civil Officer, he (hall on proof 
thereof being made before the next Juſtice, forfeit 
to the perſon aggrieved twenty ſhillings. 

Officers and HJoldiers, billetted as aforeſaid, ſhall 
be quartered and provided with diet and ſmall 
beer, paying for the ſame as hereafter is mention- 
ed, out of their ſubſiſtence- money. 

But, if the perſon with whom they are quartered 
chuſes rather to furniſh them with candles, vinegar, 
and falt, and either with ſmall beer or cyder, not 
exceeding five pints a day, gratis, and to allow 
them the ule of fire, and the things neceſſary for 
dreſſing and eating their meat, and ſhall ſignify 
ſuch his defire to the Commanding Officer, and 
furniſh the ſame accordingly ; the ſoldiers ſhall, in 
fuch caſe, provide their own victuals, and the Of- 
ficers ſhall pay to the ſoldiers, out of the ſub- 
ſiſtence-money, the money for diet and ſmall beer, 
and not to the perſons on whom they are quartered, 
except while the ſoldiers are upon their march or 
recruiting. 

Whereverthereſhall be any horſeordragoonsquar- 
tered, the men and their horſes ſhall be billetted in 
the ſame houſe (except in caſes of neceſſity); and in no 
caſe ſhall there be leſs than one man billetted, where 
there ſhall be one or two horſes, nor leſs than two 


men 
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men where there ſhall be four horſes, and ſo in 
proportion. 

The Officers may remove or . the men, 
or their horſes, with others that are quartered in 
the ſame town ; but the numbers exchanged mult 
be equal; and the Conſtables or other Officers 
ſhall billet them accordingly. 

Any Juſtice may, by a warrant, command a Con- 
ſtable or other Officer to give an account in write- 
ing of the number of Officers and ſoldiers billet- 
ted by them; and likewiſe of the names of the 
perſons upon whom they are billetted, with the 
name of the ſtreet or place in which they dwell, 
and the ſign of the houſe, if there be any; in order 
that it may be known where they are quartered, 
and that abuſes in billetting them may be pre- 
vented. 

In Weſtminſter, the petty Conſtable ſhall de- 
liver liſts on oath, at every Quarter-Seſſions, of the 
houſes and perſons who are liable to quarter ſol- 
diers, and the numbers that are billetted in each 
houſe ; which liſts are to remain with the Clerk of 
the Peace, to be looked at without fee; and the 
Clerk ſhall deliver copies of the ſaid liſts, for which 
he ſhall be paid 2d. for every ſheet; each ſheet con- 
taining an hundred and fifty words. And Con- 
ſtables, neglecting to do as above, ſhall forfeit 
51. to the poor, by a warrant of one Juſtice. And 
for want of ſufficient diſtreſs, the offender ſhall be 
impriſoned not longer than for three months, nor 
leſs than one. 

Soldiers are to be removed, at times of election, to 
the diſtance of two miles or more from the place where 
the election is held, and ſhall there remain, till at leaſt 

one whole day after the poll is cloſed. This does

And the faid inn-keepers 
or others ſhall be firſt paid, before any part of the 
pay be diſtributed to the Officers or ſoldiers, pro- 
vided their demand does not exceed 25. a day, for 
diet and ſmall beer, to a commiſſioned Officer of 
horſe, under the rank of Captain; nor 15. for a 
commiſſioned Officer of dragoons, under the rank 
of a Captain; nor 1s. for a commiſſioned Officer 
of foot, below the rank of a Captain, and for 
every horſe the ſum of 6d.; nor the diet of a light- 
horſeman, with hay and ſtraw for his horſe, 15. , 
nor for the diet of a dragoon, with hay and ſtraw 
for his horſe, 1s. ; nor for the diet of a foot ſol- 
dier, four pence. 
And if the Officer, receiving ſuch money, ſhall 
neglect to give ſuch notice to the inn-keepers and 
other perſons, or ſhall not, upon ſuch accounts be- 
ing produced, immediately ſettle the ſame, the 
Pay-maſter ſhall, upon complaint being made on 
_ oath by two witneſſes at the next r 

and certificates being granted by the Juſtices in 

ſuch Seſſions, of the ſum due, and to whom it is 

owing, pay the ſame out of the ſaid Officer's ar-

ty. And, if there ſhall not be any arrears due to 
the ſaid Officer, then the Pay-maſter ſhall deduct 
the ſums due to the inn-keepers and other perſons, 
out of the next pay of the regiment.

march, ſo that no ſubſiſtence- money can be re- 
mitted to them; every ſuch Officer ſhall, before 
he quits his quarters, ſettle the accounts with every 
perſon with whom the foldiers under him ſhall have 
been quartered, and ſign a certificate thereof, 
which ſhall be kept by the perſon to whom the 
money 1s due, for his ſecurity. And this certificate 
ſhall mention the name of the regiment, troop, or 
company, to which ſuch Officer belongs, that it 
may be tranſmitted to the Pay- maſter, who ſhall 
immediately pay the ſame, or ſuffer the penalty 
which 1s before directed for non-payment of quar- 
ters. 

If any parſe: harbours, or aſſiſts a deſerter, he 


ſhall forfeit five pounds.
